Headed For Denver 
The bodies, torn apart like the 
broken plane and gathered gently 
yesterday, are being identified in 
tilt national guard armory here, 
a makeshift morgue under mili­ 
tary guard. 
When officials of the air line

ministration began their continu­ 
ing investigation 
into

known cause of the crash, they 
knew this much:

Rage In Five 


Western States 


Kansas And Missouri 
Floods Continue 
(B y The Atsoclatrd Press) 
The twin Jury of fire and Hood 
today gripped seven states after 
laying waste vast sections of for­ 
est and farm land. 
Flames already have seared 
at 
least 85,850 acres of forest. A half 
million acres 
of 
bottomland 
in 
Kansas and Missouri have been 
washed by rampant waters. 
Fresh fires burst anew in some 
stricken forest 
sections, 
timber- 
land torched by lightning. And in 
the flood areas, swollen 
streams 
again threatened 
to 
spill 
over 
dikes and levees. 
Blazes Menace Towns 
Forest fires raged in five west­ 
ern states. One death was blamed 
on firefighting operations 
which 
involved hundreds of men. Here's 
the state-by-state picture: 
New Mexico: the hardest hit cf 
the five states. In the Gila area 
in the 
southwest, 
85,OOO 
acres 
were swept by flames and light­ 
ning started four new blazes Sun­ 
day.

Illicit Marijuana 
Worth H alf Million 
Found In Automobile 


WASHINGTON— (ZP) —Seizure 
of $500,000 worth of illicit m ari­ 
juana in the secret compartments 
of an automobile was reported to­ 
day by police. It was reputedly the 
biggest single haul ever made in 
this country. 
The find climaxed a city-wide 
hunt touched off after police were 
tipped that a cache of m arijuana 
had been smuggled in from Mexi­ 
co two weeks ago. The discovery 
brought to more than 200 pounds 
the amount of marijuana recov­ 
ered follow mg the arrest here of 
three persons June 20.

Form Changed 


New Card System Is 


In Effect Today 
The 
post 
office 
department 
placed in 
effect today a new 
money order form which can be 
issued more 
quickly 
and 
paid 
more conveniently, it 
was 
an­ 
nounced today by Escanaba Post­ 
master Regina Cleary. 
The schedule of fees 
is 
un­ 
changed, but the new card form 
is “streamlined” and saves cler­ 
ical time, besides 
giving 
more 
convenient service to the public. 
Under the old paper form sys­ 
tem the money orders were drawn 
on a specific post office. The new 
card form makes the money or­ 
der payable at any post office or 
any bank, to facilitate its cashing 
by the public. In turn the banks 
forward the money orders to the 
federal reserve bank for their dis­ 
trict, rather than to the post of­ 
fice. 
A warning 
accompanied 
the 
announcement: 
The 
card forms 
for money orders should not be 
folded or pierced by placing them 
on a spindle. 
The new money orders are good 
for one year after issue, while the 
old forms had to be cashed with­ 
in 30 days. 


City Authorizes 
Share In Airport 
Meeting in special session Sat­ 
urday the Escanaba city council 
adopted a resolution authorizing 
payment of its share in the de­ 
velopment project 
at 
Escanaba 
airport. 
Immediate action by the coun­ 
cil was necessary to obtain fed­ 
eral funds for the project from 
an airport 
development 
appro­ 
priation made last year. 
During the past year additional 
land for the 
airport 
expansion 
has been purchased at a cost of 
approximately $28,400. The city’s 
share is one-half 
this cost 
and 
that amount will be credited to 
the city as its contribution toward 
the project cost. 
Total cost 
of the 
project in­ 
cluding land 
purchase will 
be 
$83,000. Of this total 50 per cent 
will be paid from federal funds, 
25 by the state, and 25 by the 
city.

In Straits Bridge 
Delegates to the national con­ 
vention of the Outdoor Writers 
Association of America, who were 
held up from seven to ll hours 
at the Straits of Mackinac by the 
ferry congestion, were 
consoled 
somewhat last night by Charles 
Burton of Gladstone 
who 
told 
them plans are being made for 
building a bridge to connect the 
two peninsulas of Michigan. 
Burton delivered the 
address 
of welcome at the opening session 
at the Bonifas auditorium. 
He 
listed the many attractions the 
outdoor writers could see during 
their stay in the Upper Peninsula. 
Many Lakes and Streams 
“Michigan has a land area 
of 
58,216 square miles,” said Burton. 
“Our state has 3,121 
miles 
of 
shore line on the Great Lakes— 
the longest shoreline of any state 
in the Union. Within our borders 
are 11,037 inland lakes. 
Seven 
counties in the Upper Peninsula 
and eight in the Lower Peninsula 
each have over 200 lakes. Near­ 
by M arquette county has the most 
with 835 inland lakes. 
Michigan 
has over 36,000 miles of 
rivers 
and streams.” 
Burton told the 
writers 
that 
Michigan 
has 
74 
state 
parks, 
which were visited by 12 million 
persons in 1950. 
It has 22 state 
forests, 21 state game areas, 23 
state fish hatcheries, five nation­ 
al forests and 500 public fishing 
sites. 
Straits Bridge Project 
Discussing the Straits of Mack­ 
inac situation, Burton said only 
16 automobiles were ferried be­ 
tween St. Ignace and Mackinaw 
City on the state ferry in 1916. 
Last year, 604,000 autos cross the 
straits. 
“It is proposed to build a bridge 
across that body of water,” Bur­ 
ton declared. 
“You should know 
that three world-famous bridge 
engineers have reported that this 
bridge can physically, safely ant 
economically be built. The bridge 
will be five miles long, 54 feel 
wide and the towers will be 565 
feet above the lake level. 
It will 
require four years to build at a 
cost of $87,000,000 and will re­ 
quire no federal or 
state 
aid. 
Availability of steel and the in­ 
ternational situation will deter­ 
mine the time of starting. When 
completed this will be the great­ 
est tourist magnet in the Middle 
West.” 
J. Hammond Brown, Baltimore, 
president of the OWAA, lauded 
the proposal to build a bridge be­ 
cause he said the Upper Penin­ 
sula is somewhat 
isolated 
be­ 
cause of inadequate transporta­ 
tion facilities. 
Shows Outdoor Movies 
Martin K. Bovey of 
Concord, 
Mass., was in charge of an ex­ 
cellent program of outdoor mov­ 
ies that followed

Lake Superior Story Is 
Told By Grace Lee Nute 


Lake Superior, unique in many 
ways, was discovered before the 
Pilgrims 
landed 
at 
Plymouth 
Rock in 1620, Grace Lee Nute, 
noted author and historian, told 
the women’s sem inar of Outdoor 
Writers’ 
ssociation 
of 
America 
this afternon at Elks Club. 
Everyone is interested 
in his­ 
tory, whether they may say so 
or not, and Lake Superior has one 
of the most interesting histories 
of any lake in the world, she said. 
Its geology is equally unusual, for 
it was once a highland that over­ 
flowed into volcanic eruption to 
form the craggy shores, leaving a 
deep trough that filled with water. 
Stories of Indian life border­ 
ing Lake Superior were recount­ 
ed by the author, who said that 
Longfellow’s epic poem Hiawatha 
is based on legends of the Ojib- 
way Indians who once lived along 
its shores. 
Mapped In 1638 
“Lake Superior was discovered 
before the Pilgrims 
arrived at 
their famous rock—-a fact 
that 
amazes 
most 
Easterners 
when 
they learn it,” she said.

Lumbering Era 
Early sailing vessels were to be 
found on Lake Superior, and at 
the time of the American Revolu­ 
tion there was more or less reg­ 
ular sailing between Sault Ste. 
Marie and Grand Portage — at 
the western extent of the Lake 
Superior country. 
In later years came the color 
and romance of the lumberjack 
period, when forests fell before 
the axes and saws of red-shirted 
crews. The 
speaker 
established 
that legends of Paul Bunyan ori­ 
ginated not in Maine but along 
the south shore of Lake Super­ 
ior. 
The 
boundary 
disputes 
that 
placed Lake Superior first with 
the French, then with Canada and 
finally (after 75 years of negot­ 
iation) divided it between Canada 
and the U. S. were told. It was 
Daniel Webster in 1842 who in­ 
duced the British to accept the 
present 
boundary, 
giving 
Isle 
Royale to the United States.

after President Trum an had requested all 
civilian agencies to reduce the size of their 
personnel. From the investigation made by 
the senators it looks as though the armed 
forces were near the top in wastage ot 
manpower. 
Delouse Secretary Marshall and Gen 
Mark Clark have time and again called 
attention to the excessive num bers of men 
in the real services. Perhaps prodding by 
tile senators will help convince others in 
the armed forces of the necessity of doing 
something. 
A main reason is the fact that the Amer­ 
ican soldier goes to the front supported by 
an array of equipment and services no 
other soldier has. That is something the 
public at home will not w ant changed, and 
it will continue to require a latge force in 
the real . 
But they need not ail be men capable of 
front line duties.

This is aimed ai Georgia’s Congressman 
Carl Vinson, 
who not only brought the

installations in Georgia. 
In fact, Vinson 
ha 
now gone so far as to slip an am end­ 
ment into the new defense production bill,

Vinson has already

ment through the House. If he can also 
ram it down the Senate's# throat, the wily 
Georgian will actually be backed by law 
rn pushing for bigger and better military 
bases in Geoigia. 
However, a House subcommittee, head­ 
ed by Congressman Herbert Bonner 
of 
North Carolina, doesn't approve of Vin­ 
son's bringing the Marine Corps depot all 
the way inland to Albany, Georgia. 
Bonner’s 
state 
has two Marine Corps 
bases at Cherry Point, N. C.. and Camp 
Lejeune. N C„ on the Atlantic seaboard. 
Therefore. Bonner’s report, so far unpub­ 
lished. has tins to say about Vinson’s pet 
project: 
“The 
subcommittee learned about the 
» reposed construction of a Marine Corps 
depot at Albany, Ga. 
This 
installation 
would be many miles from the center of 
Marine training and administrative con­ 
trol 
The subcommittee understands that 
this project was not favored by the depart­ 
ment of defense 
nor 
the bureau of the 
budget. No extensive hearings by the ap­ 
propriations committee of the House or 
Senate were held on the necessity for its 
construction,' the report sternly declares. 
"Projects of this nature militate against 
tne Principle of supply integration, 
per­ 
petuate the rivalries among the three de­ 
partments, are 
to 
be especially deplor­ 
ed iii a period of emergency when the ta x ­ 
payers dollars could be more usefully em ­ 
ployed for our common defense,” the re ­ 
port criticizes.

Home Life of Canada Goose 


No waterfowl species is perhaps better known to lite 
average hunter than tile Canada goose. 
Familiar to Michi­ 
gan’s scattergunners is the honker’s ea-M and his southward 
flight each fall. 
Not many shooters, however, have had the opportunity 
to look in on the more intimate home life of the Canada 
goose, such as John Calkins of South Lyon, Michigan, mem­ 
ber of the Outdoor Photographers League, has done with his 
camera in this striking series of photographs showing the 
birth of the gosling. 
Nests are normally built on tile ground and consist of 
sticks, grass, moss and breast down for a top lining. 
These 
nests are sometimes two feet or more in diameter. 
Five or 
six creamy white eggs comprise the clutch, and incubation 
may range from 28 to 30 days, sometimes even longer. The 
gander usually stands guard when the female is on the nest, 
and both birds fight off intruders with great vigor.
